Tk> sec Carroll flash such wonder- 
ful kicking ability, and to watch 
Phillpots dash madly through brok- 
en fields for sensational gains, to hear 
Baillic's voice with its familiar snap 
as the team answered as one man to 
his signals, to know that every play 
by the opposition was receiving the 
personal attention of Anderson and 
Little, gave the youngsters the neces- 
sary vim to show their best. 

Shaughnessy scut forth a team, 
weakened by the absence of several 
regulars, and by the force of his con- 
fidence in them and his determination 
to see McGill win, led his squad to a 
victory that was a vindication of his 
own methods and a demonstration of 
the fact tbat.

career. This view was warmly en- 
dorsed by Sir Arthur Currie and 
Sbatr Shaushncssy.

eration. A committee of the house 
was appointed to consider the pro 
posai and made a favorable report. 

The completed bill was placed be 
fore the Commons in 1920, which 
passed the measure without a divi- 
sion. 

The general outlines of the bill 
were. 

(1) The formation of a Bureau of 
standards for standardizing apparatus, 
materials used in gov departments and 
industries. 

(2) The Research institute would 
work but these standards as well as 
carry on Research of industrial and 
academic interest. 

(3) Members would be scientists of 
high standing and be allowed latitude 
in selecting their own line of research. 

(4) A species of Trade Guilds would 
be formed where collective research in 
the industries would be centralized the 
industries supporting their own inves- 
tigators pro rata. Individual firms 
might support a man as is done at the 
Mellon institute. 

A service of Bursaries Students and 
Fellowships were made by the council, 
for stimulating oimg students in the 
direction of research. Bursaries of 
$750 per Annum to student for train- 
ing in research work. Studentships of 
$1200 per annum who showed signs of 
ability in research. Fellowships of $1,- 
500 per annum for men showing high 
ability for research. 

The understanding that the institute 
should he free from political influences 
was arrived at it the good should only 
appoint the cleks to carry on the rou- 
tine work at the Institute. 

A short discussion followed the ad- 
dress and after a hearty vote of thnks, 
to the speaker the meeting adjourned.

The Limestones of Chezy Age 
in Cartierville Quarries 

Saturday morning, the rain held off 
and the class of '23 was able to hold 
ils third Geological Excursion, which 
was in the vicinity of Cartierville. 
This place is reached by car from 
Snowdon Junction behind Wcstmount 
mountain, and should any one desire 
to get off between stations the oblig- 
ing car conductor will stop at every 
third or fourth fence post along the 
line. However this, although ^some- 
what irritating when others were gct- 
ing off, proved very useful when the 
class found that it would be neces- 
sary to stop half a mile this side of 
Cartierville. 

Here the car line crosses the only 
Pre Cambrian outcrop on the Island 
of Montreal. The rock is an ignious 
plutonic variety called Anorthositc. 
It is made up almost civtriely of the 
plagioclass feldspar Labradoritc, 
which gfimmcrs with peacock colors 
when the sun shines on it at certain 
angles. The crystals of Labradoritc 
arc abundantly twined according to 
the Albitc Law, that is, they arc char- 
acterized by polysyerthctic 'turning 
shown by a large number of very fine 
lines situated close together on the 
crystal face. The rock also contains 
the minerals Hypersthcne and Bron- 
zitc, angitc and some titaniferous 
iron ore. Hypersthcne and bronzitc 
arc orthorhombic peroxenes, and have 
a bronzy appearance. Augitc is a 
monoclinic peroxenc somewhat dark- 
er in color. The titaniferous iron ore 
is quite blackand strongly magnetic.
